DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following Is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 23 recites the limitation "the injector" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-12, 14-20 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US patent 4122894, Laws et al. 

In regards to claims 1-12, 14-20 and 23, Laws et al discloses a device for 
connection with relative and controlled sealing between a pipe (34) and a ceramic tube 
(10) comprising a cylindrical chamber (12, 30) that is attached in a sealed manner to 
said pipe, whereby one end of the ceramic tube is placed inside said chamber, sealing 
means (35, 37) comprising at least two sets of fixtures placed in the annular space 
between the ceramic tube and the chamber, a crosspiece (36) interposed between the 
two sets, compression means (40) of said fixtures, means for injection (31) of a fluid 
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between the two sets of sealing fixtures so as to apply a pressure differential that is 
determined on each of the fixtures, and the end of the ceramic tube is separated from 
the pipe by a stop-forming part (42). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 1/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Laws et al does not disclose an injector 
arrangement with an intended use, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the 
prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Further, claims in a pending application should be given their broadest 
reasonable interpretation. In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974). 

Furthermore, limitations from specification not relied upon since it is the language 
itself of the claims which must particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention, without limitations imported from 
the specification, whether such language is couched in terms of means plus function or 
consists of a detailed recitation of the inventive matter. Limitations in the specification 
not included in the claim may not be relied upon to impart patentability to an otherwise 
unpatentable claim. In re Lundberg, 113 USPQ 530 (CCPA 1957). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
